Moors Are Confident That in Case of 

Necessity Great Britain Can Not 
Refuse to Give the Sultan 
Armed Assistance. 

Tangier, Morocco, Dec. 30. — The sul- 
tan of Morocco is said to have retired 
to the palace at Fez with all his avail- 
able artillery and ammunition and to 
havo strongly barricaded himself in 
consequence of a threatened attack 
on the part of the rebels. The pre- 
tender to the throne has gathered 
about him a strong force of men and 
their determination to seat their lead- 
er is fanatical. The recent victories 
over the soldiers of the sultan have 
added menace to the sultan’s position. 
Revolting atrocities, such as the be- 
heading of prisoners and placing the 
severed heads upon poles and decorat- 
ing the tent of the pretender with 
these bloody trophies of victorious 
war, has added to the horror of the 
strife that has been waged with vigor 
the past few weeks. The sultan is de- 
clared to be paying princely prices for 
the services of men to protect him 
from the pretender. The pretender 
lias announced that when he shall have 
captured tho sultan and completed his 
victory he will call for an election of 
a new ruler. 

Ixmdon, Dec. 31. — The Tangier cor- 
respondent. of the Times says that the 
remnants of the routed imperial army 
returned to Fez in a deplorable condi- 
tion. The sultan has told a deputation 
of Fez Moors that “he is prepared to die 
in the defense of the town. 

The Moors are confident, continues 
the correspondent, after what passed 
between Menebhi, who visited London 
last year as Moorish ambassador, and 
Foreign Secretary Lansdowne, that in 
case of necessity Great Britain can not 
refuse to give the sultan armed assist- 
ance. It is impossible to disabuse them 
of thib idea, as they lay the entire re- 
sponsibility for the present rebellion 
at Great Britain’s door for fostering 
European ideas and introducing Chris- 
tians into the Moorish court. 

Madrid, Dec. 31. — Telegrams re- 
ceived here from Tangiers says the sul 
Jan's troops have abandoned the 
Fortress of Raseme, close to Fez. The 
pretender is negotiating with the 
tribes in the immediate vicinity of Fez 
to assist his advancement. The Span- 
ish minister at Tangier reports the sit- 
. nation to be serious, but not desperate. 

The cabinet met in Madrid at a late 
hour Tuesday, night. After the meet- 
ing Foreign Minister Aliarzuzn ex- 
pressed a more hopeful view of the 
Moroccan situation. He said h« 
thought it not likely that the rebels 
would capture Fez. Premier Silvela 
confirmed the belief that no complica- 
tions would ensue, through the actions 
♦of other powers. 

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 31. — Eight 
missionaries who are working in Mo 
rocco under the direction of the Gospel 
Missionary union, whose headquarters 
are in Kansas City, are believed to be 
in peril. At Fez are stationed George 
C. Reed, of Kansas City, and formerly 
of Nebraska, secretary of the Morocco 
mission; Mr. and Mrs. Welliver, of 
Minnesota; Maude Carey, of Emporia, 
Kan.; Irene Ward, Avoea, la., and Nel- 
lie Alson, of Alabama. 

Another party now' at Mequinez is 
composed of F. C. Enyart, of Kansas 
City, and Victor Swanson, of Nebraska. 
This town is 40 miles west, of Fez. 



NEW DISCOVERY. 

Lemon Juice Will Destroy Typhoid 
Germs in Water. 

Chicago, Dec. 30. — That lemon juice 
will destroy the typhoid germs in wa- 
ter is authoritatively announced by 
the Chicago health department after 
careful experiments extending over 
the last three days. One teaspoonful 
of the juice to half a glassful of water 
is known to be a good combination, 
and repeated trials have invariably 
given the same result — every germ 
was killed. The investigations follow 
ed. and their result confirms the an- 
nouncement made on Christmas day 
by Dr. Asa Ferguson, a London physi- 
cian, to the effect that lemon juice was 
a deadly foe to typhoid.

— In a head-on 
collision on the Pennsylvania railroad 
one and a half miles w r est of West 
Middlesex Tuesday night, the engineer 
of the passenger train, Neal Daugh- 
erty, of Erie, was killed, and four per- 
sons were seriously injured.

Mr. Wessell was 
one of the best known metallurgists 
in the country. 



THE OREGON AT YOKOHAMA. 

She Had a Very Rough Passage Fronr 
San Francisco. 

Victoria, B. C., Dec. 31. — The steam 
er Glenogle, from the orient, brings 
news of the arrival of the U. S. S 
Oregon at Yokohama December 13, 
three days overdue after a rough pas- 
sage from San Francisco. All her 
boats were lost and the stormy seas 
which swept her decks carried away 
all the deck gear, resulting in the 
death of one man. She was ordered 
into dock. 

Lieut. HIno, of the Japanese infant- 
ry, has invented an automatic pistol 
which will fire 80 cartridges a minute. 
The range is more than a thousand 
metres. The invention has been taken 
over by the Japanese government. 

THE TEXAS FEVER. 

Quarantine Established Against South- 
ern and Western States. 

Washington, Dec. 31. — The secretary 
of agriculture has issued the annual 
order establishing a quarantine against 
a number of southern and western 
slates on account of the Southern or 
Texas fever. The quarantine against 
i exas and Oklahoma is made a month 
earlier this year, taking effect January 
1, but it is not operative against the 
other states until February 1. Except 
in this respect the provisions of the 
order are identical with that in previ- 
ous years.

The to 
tal number of animals received, most 
of them being slaughtered in this city, 
was 16,214,870. The total was made 
up of: Cattle, 2,945,131; calves, 262,- 

703; hogs. 8,407.893; sheep, 4,507,199, 
and horses, 101,944. It required 286,- 
609 cars to bring the animals to the 
yards. 

THE PLAGUE EPIDEMIC.

Laredo, Tex., Dec. 31. — A Mazatland

There 
have been few deaths in addition to 
those already reported. 



PRINTING PLANT BURNED. 

Second Big Loss to the Seventh Day 
Adventist Colony. 

Battle Creek, Mich., Dee. 31. — In the 
destruction Tuesday night, of the big 
building occupied by the Review and 
Herald Publishing Co., the Seventh 
Day Adventist colony is brought face 
to face with a second heavy loss by fire 
within a year, the Adventist sanitar- 
ium having been burned down only 
last February. Tuesday night’s loss is 
estimated by officials of the Review' 
and Herald Co. at $350,000, with in- 
surance amounting to $150,000.

Plan tc Appoint More Cadets in 
the Fnture Formulated. 



One For Each Congressional District, 
Two For Each Senator and Ten 
to be Selected by the Presi- 
dent Annually. 

Washington, Dec. 31. — The members 
of the senate and house naval commit 
tees, after conferences with the secre- 
tary of the navy, have practically rlo 
cided on a plan for (ho increase of the 
personnel of the navy. It contem plates 
an additional naval cadet for each 
congressional district, two for each 
senator and ten annually to he ap 
pointed at large by the president. The 
difficulty in connection with the ine- 
quality in classes which would result 
from the sudden injection of the in- 
creased allowance is to he solved by 
giving the secretary of the navy the 
discretion of determining the times at 
which the new appointments are to be 
made. 

Washington, Dec. 31. — The navy de 
partment has decided to divide the 
Asiatic squadron into three divisions 
instead of two. as at present, and to 
send out another flag officer. The 
heavy battleships will he under com- 
mand of Rr. Adm. Evans, who also 
will he under command of tho entire 
squadron; the cruisers under the com- 
mand of Adm. Cooper, who is to suc- 
ceed Adm. Wilde and a new' division, 
comprising the light gunboats, w’ill he 
created under the command of Rr. 
Adm. Yates Stirling, now command 
ant of the Puget Sound navy yard. 
The latter will raise his flag on the 
gunboat Rainbow and will have his 
general headquarters at Cavite. 

Washington, Dec. 31. — The supreme 
court of the United States is asked, in 
a petition filed Tuesday, to take cogni- 
zance of the local option election held 
in Johnson county. Texas, during the 
fall of 1901. The proceeding is insti- 
tuted by Ward Roper, a liquor dealer, 
who claims that tho election was irreg- 
ular and as the result is calculated to 
take his property without due pro- 
cess of law'.

BETWEEN CHICAGO AND TOLEDO. 

A Through Electric Line Between the 
Two Cities. 

— An agreement 
has been reached by the representa- 
tive of the Toledo & Western, tho Gar 
ret, Auburn & Northern Indiana and 
tho Chicago & Indiana Air Line Rail, 
way Cos. for a through electric line 
between Chicago and Toledo. The To 
Icdo & Western railway has already 
been constructed as far as Fayette, 
near the Indiana state line. The pro- 
ject is being pushed by a syndicate 
headed by Judge C. M. Stone. Luther 
M. Allen and J. E. Seagraves. of Cleve- 
land, who are building the Toledo & 
Western. The road will pass through 
Goshen and South Rend. 



JUSTICE SHIRAS TO RETIRE. 

He Will Step Down and Out Some 
Time During the Winter. 

Washington, Dec. 31. — Justice Shi- 
ras, of the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States, will retire some time dur- 
ing the present winter. The date has 
not been fixed and ran not he until 
certain cases which have been argued, 
and other cases which have been set 
for reargument have been disposed of. 
Mr. Shiras, however, will retire dur- 
ing the present session of congress in 
order that his successor may be con- 
finned before the adjournment. Among 
the names proposed as his successor 
is that of Wm. H. Taft, civil governor 
of the Philippines. 

THE GERMAN NAVY. 

Battleships, Cruisers and Torpedo 
Boats to Be Added. 

Berlin, Dec. 31. — The naval budget 
for 1903 provides for laying down im- 
mediately two battleships, one armor- 
ed cruiser, two small cruisers and five 
torpedo boats. These constructions 
are w'ithin the permanent naval pro- 
gram. Two battleships now’ building 
will he completed in the summer of 
1905 and three small cruisers will bo 
finisher early in 1904. These arc of 
the enlarged Gazelle type and will 
have a steaming radius of 5,000 knots. 
During 1902 four battleships, one ar- 
mored cruiser and one gunboat, wore 
commissioned.

He now 
owns 320 acres of land, his horses, 
buildings and cattle, and expects to 
have 4,000 bushels of wheat this sea- 
son. We had heard of such things 
in the old land, but they did not seem 
credible, until wje came to this liv- 
ing example of the strides that it is 
possible to make in Manitoba. Had 
this man remained in England, it is 
pretty safe to say he would still be 
earning no more than eighteen 
shillings a week, while in the same 
period in Manitoba he has become a 
substantial and prosperous farmer.” 



“I know a man who commenced in 
Assiniboia, 15 years ago, with no 
means; no capital. To-day this man 
owns 7,000 acres of land, some 30 
horses, 30 or 40 bullocks, cows, etc 
He has built a good stone house with 
his own hands, and has now married 
and is doing well, with every prospect 
of increasing his means in the future. 
Western Canada has the most exhil- 
arating, bracing climate I ever knew. 
All that is required in the settler 
is perseverance, grit, patience and 
hard work. I will guarantee the 
country, if you will guarantee the 
man.” From letter from a retired 
officer in the British army. 



Caracas, Dec. 29. — United States 
Minister Bowen and Lopez Baralt, 
Venezuelan minister of foreign affairs, 
held a long conference Saturday night. 
Mr. Bowen, on receiving instructions 
from Washington, conveyed to Senor 
Baralt President Roosevelt’s refusal 
to act as arbitrator in the Venezuelan 
difficulty. He recommended that the 
matter be taken to the international 
peace court at The Hague, which had 
been expressly organized to consider 
questions in which the honor ol' a 
country or the disposition of territory 
were not. concerned. He suggested 
the organization of a commission to 
sit in Washington by their ambassa- 
dors to the United States and Vene- 
zuela by a delegate. The commis- 
sion is to sign a document setting 
forth the matters to be decided at The 
Hague court. Mr. Bowen said also 
that Germany would not. press for an 
immediate payment and that she had 
agreed to accept a guarantee based 
on a percentage of the customs re- 
ceipts. 

It is understood that Venezuela will 
make any concessions, even abandon- 
ing her demand that her navy be re- 
turned. Through the Venezuelan del- 
egate to the commission the Vene- 
zuelan government will ask that the 
blockade be lilted at once. Senor Ba- 
ralt has expressed the desire that Mr. 
Bowen represent Venezuela on the 
commission; if Mr. Bowen can not ac- 
cept the post it is suggested in offi- 
cial circles that it be given to W. W. 
Russell, secretary to the American le- 
gation. 

Caracas, Dec. 31. — United States 
Minister Bowen has received informa- 
tion that the Dutch steamer Prins 
Maurits has entered certain Venezue- 
lan ports, blockaded by the British 
fleet and discharged her cargo there. 
Special permission for the Dutch 
steamer to do this was obtained from 
Commodore Montgomerie, of the Brit- 
ish cruiser Charybdis. The Italian 
cruiser Giovanni Bausan ordered the 
Prins Maurits away from port, but 
Commodore Montgomerie directed that 
she continue to discharge her cargo. 
In Caracas this is held to be a dis- 
crimination against American steam- 
ers, and the British commodore’s ac- 
tion has been criticized. 

London, Dec. 31. — A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Willemstad, Carracao, 
dated Tuesday, says: 

“The postmaster of Maracaibo, 
Venezuela, having detained corre- 
spondence belonging to German mer- 
cnants, the German cruiser threatens 
in consequence to bombard the town.” 

Caracas, Dec. 31. — President Castro 
arrived here Tuesday morning. At 3 
o’clock Tuesday afternoon United 
States Minister Bowen called upon the 
president and communicated to him 
the recommendation that the issues 
between Venezuela and the allies be 
taken to the international peace court 
at The Hague. Venezuela’s answer 
will be received Wednesday morning 
at 11 o’clock. 

The victory gained by the govern- 
ment at Barquisimeto argues for Pres- 
ident Castro’s continuance in power. 

Barquisimeto, capital of the state of 
Lara, which for some time past has 
been in the possession of the Vene- 
zuelan revolutionists,- has been recap- 
tured by government forces. The 
town of San Carlos and Tinaquillo 
have also been re-occupied by the gov 
ernment. 

The revolutionists at Barquisimeto 
were under the command of Gens. Sob 
agnie and Penaloza. They evacuated 
the town after losing 112 men killed 
and 325 wounded. There was hard 
fighting in the streets and suburbs of 
Barquisimeto for two days. 

The government forces were com- 
manded by Gen. Cefernio Castillo. 

It now transpires that President 
Castro’s recent visit to La Victoria 
was not of a social nature, as reported 
here, but for the purpose of conduct- 
ing personally by telegraph the opera- 
tion of his forces at Barquisimeto. 
This victory for the government ap- 
pears to be a direct result of the pres- 
ident’s initiative. It has been a most 
severe blow for the revolutionists. 



New York, Dec. 30. — In full view of 
the passing crowds a window in the 
pawnshop of R. Simpson & Co., on 
West Forty-second street, v/as smash- 
ed with a stone paving block Monday 
night and $1,000 worth of diamonds 
were stolen. 

Only three of the gems were recov- 
ered after the capture o” the culprits. 
It is believed by the police that sev- 
eral men were interested, and that the 
man who broke the window passed tie 
jewels out to them. 

After an exciting chase, which was 
entered into by hundreds of men, the 
robber, who drew a pistol and fought 
desperately, wa3 captured. He was 
more dead than alive when the police 
rescued him from the crowd of pursu- 
ers. Ho is 19 years old and calls him- 
self William Madison, of Boston. 

It was one of the most daring rob- 
beries heard of in New York for a 
long time. The shop was about to 
close when a paving block covered 
with paper crashed through the win- 
dow and in an instant a tray of dia- 
mond rings and pins disappeared. One 
of the clerks jumped over the counter 
and pursued the man, who broke the 
window. A great crowd followed and 
when the man was overtaken he was 
burled under a score of men and so 
badly battered that a physician’s 
services were required. 

Madison said he came here a week 
ago and was prompted to commit the 
deed by cold anti hunger. It is said at 
the store at the time the window was 
broken there were on show about 
$150,000 worth of jewels. 

Madison later told the police that 
his name is Angus W. McPherson and 
that he is a bell boy at a New York 
hotel. He said that he was heavily 
in debt and sought to relieve his finan- 
cial stringency by robbery. 



Chief Engineer Carl Xeupert, of the 
namburg-Ameriean liner Auguste Vic- 
toria, the oldest chief engineer of the 
line, has completed his one hundredth 
trip. When he returns to Hamburg 
he will have completed 780,000 miles of 
ocean travel. lie says he will not re- 
tire. until he has traveled a million 
miles. 

Pat rick T. Kanneally believes himself 
to be the oldest peanut vender among 
New England summer resorts. Hecel- 
ebrated the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of his beginning business at Salem Wil- 
lows, Thursday, July 10, and during 
that time he has sold 15,000 bushels of 
peanuts in pint bags, making 960,000 
bags in ail. lie is totally, blind. 

lloggy Jaggcie, who was a drummer 
boy fur Andreas ' Hofer in the war 
against the great Napoleon, celebrated 
his one hundred and second birthday 
in Vienna the other day. He became 
attached to the person of the peasant 
general when nine years old, at tended 
him in all Ins' great battles and still 
remembers many of the heroes of that 
day, particularly Victor EugeDe, Na- 
poleon’s beloved stepson. 

Ashaway, R. I., boasts the possession 
of a more notable group of seven old 
men than ran be found in any other 
town of its size. The remarkable 
group met the other day at. a photog- 
•npher’s and had their pictures taken 
Tlieir ages range from 83 to 92 years, 
the average being 83 years and 7 
months. All are farmers and each 
Is still actively at work, the oldest, 
Vfatthew S Kenyon, having dug seven 
bushels of potatoes one day not long 
ago.

FOREIGN COAL COMING. 



Contracts For 200,000 Tons For Ship- 
ment From European Ports. 



London, Dec. 30. — It was said on 
good authority in Liverpool Monday 
that contracts had been made for 200,- 
000 tons of coal for shipment from 
English, Scotch and Welsh ports to 
eastern ports of the United States. 
Purchase of coal and the engagement 
of ships, it was added, have been go- 
ing on for a fortnight and are expect- 
ed to continue for several weeks. For- 
ty steamers have already been char- 
tered. The same authority says the 
coal purchases are the result of an 
“unexpected hitch in the coal strike 
arbitration in the United States.”

Laredo, Tex., Dec. 30. — A Monterey 
special says: Gen. Samuel Pierson, 

the Boer commander who became 
famous during the war between the 
Boers and the English by appearing at 
New Orleans and strenuously oppos- 
ing the sale of mules to English 
agents, is in Monterey as the agent 
of thousands of his countrymen who 
propose to establish colonies either 
in Southwestern Texas or Northern 
Mexico. A commission of Boers is ex- 
pected to arrive in New Orleans Jan- 
uary 15.
